The  follov/ing  has  been  proposed  as  a  definition  of  the  aims  of  USC: 


STATEMENT  OF  POLICY 

for 

THE  UNIVERSITY  STUDENTS'  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS:  the  students  at  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  have  delegated 

the  task  of  representing  their  interests  to  the  elected  representatives  who 

constitute  nnembers  of  the  University  Students'  Council 

and 

WHEREAS:  the  University  Students'  Council  is  founded  on  the  belief  that 

students  have  an  active  role  to  play  in  the  university  community,  to  give 

opportunity  to  students  to  express  their  creative  talents  within  the  university 

community,  and  to  aid  in  improving  their  academic  environment, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:  the  following  represent  the  aims  and  objects  of  the 

University  Students'  Council: 

1 .  to  provide  social  and  recreational  services  to  students  on  this  campus 

2.  to  create  opportunities  for  students  to  affect  change  in  their  academic 
environment 

3.  to  stand  as  an  example  to  the  university  community,  the  London 
community  and  to  the  students  themselves  of  what  students  can  do  both 
by  and  for  themselves.

The  President 
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As  the  President  of  the  University 
Students'  Council,  Bob  Sfikeman's 
primary  aim  during  1972-1973  was  to 
implement  the  concept  of  "plenary 
government"  by  the  USC.   "Plenary" 
refers  to  the  complete  representative 
capacity  of  the  student  government. 
Stikeman  felt  that  so  long  as  the 
administration  can  find  conflicting 
opinions  in  the  student  voice,  it  is 
free  to  move  as  it  wishes.  Only  with 
one  solid  voice  could  the  USC  carry 
out  policy  that  would  have  a  severe 
impact  on  the  UWO  campus. 
Stikeman  followed  this  principle  in 
his  own  work  by  representing  only 
what  council  has  voted,  even  if  he 
himself  disagreed  with  that  policy. 

As  to  the  Executive,  Stikeman 
developed  it  into  a  top  management 
group.  This,  he  felt,  decentralized 
from  unilateral  Presidential  direction 
and,  by  virtue  of  group  discussions, 
yielded  better  decisions  and  trained 
new  leaders.   While  it  may  be  difficult 
for  any  President  to  give  up  a 
unilateral  position,  Stikeman  felt  that 
that  the  results  were  worth  it.   The 
executive  members  were  given  a 
greater  degree  of  autonomy.  They 
reported  more  to  a  "group"  than  an 
"individual".   They  learned  to  initiate 
programs  and  fight  for  them  as  their 
own. 

As  to  Council,  Stikeman  tried  to  tie 
Vice-Presidents  into  Council 
Committees.    In  relation  to  Council 
organizations,  Stikeman  followed  the 
"umbrella"  system  by  which  Council 
delegates  certain  powers  to  groups 
to  manage  their  own  affairs  within 
university  and  Council  policies.  When 
difficulties  occur.  Council  speaks  to 
the  groups  through  its  committees, 
and  if  there  are  still  no  results, 
Council  as  a  whole  must  act.

In  his  final  report  to  Council,  Steve 
Fuerth  pointed  out  that  since  the  USC 
is  not  a  government  in  the  strictest 
sense  of  the  word  (it  has  no  legisla- 
tive political  power  to  determine  what 
students  may  or  must  do  in  a  com- 
munity of  the  university)  its  strength 
lies  (a)  in  its  persuasive  political 
power  to  effect  changes  by  those 
bodies  who  do  have  a  binding  legal 
right  to  make  laws  for  the  university. 
and  (b)  in  the  concensus  and  the 
confidence  of  students. 

If  students  don't  follow  Council,  they 
either  are  not  concerned  about  the 
issue,  they  don't  know  enough  about 
it  and  are  not  prepared  to  do  any- 
thing, or  they  disagree  with  the  USC 
position.  There  may  be,  at  the  same 
time,  another  issue  about  which 
students  are  really  concerned.   Then 
the  Council  should  pick  up  the  issue 
and  lead.   Also,  Council  may  feel  that 
an  issue  is  of  critical  importance  and 
is  frustrated  in  their  attempts  to  get 
the  students  to  respond.   Council  still 
has  the  responsibility  to  lead  in  an- 
other area  that  students  might  be 
much  more  concerned  about.  A  stu- 
dent council  has  to  represent  the 
voice  of  students. 


Fuerth  saw  communications  as  the 
key  to  the  effective  working  of  the 
Council.  At  the  popular  and  individual 
level  (speeches  at  formal  university 
events,  like  orientation,  occasional 
residence  and  cafeteria  tours,  con- 
tacts with  the  press)  and  at  the  level 
of  the  various  councils  (USC,  resi- 
dence councils,  the  Councils  of 
Faculties  and  Affiliated  Colleges).

As  to  the  various  services,  the  Day 
Care  Centres  managed  to  keep  their 
heads  above  water  financially.   The 
Youth  Hostel  was  a  successful  pro- 
gram.  The  Housing  Service  and 
Health  Services  remained  to  students 
an  area  of  concern.   The  participation 
in  OFS  was  so  far  unsatisfactory  but 
Fuerth  felt  that  OFS  is  certainly  worth 
the  money  spent  if  it  uses  the  finan- 
cial resources  for  research  and 
governmental  liaison  and  that  it  is  up 
to  Western  to  take  the  lead  in  this 
area. 
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Vice  President  Education 


Herschell  felt  that  by  the  time  he  took 
office  the  programs  had  been  estab- 
lished. According  to  him,  Ben 
McDonald,  the  Education  fieldworker, 
was  really  the  education  office. 
Herschell  credits  him  with  doing  an 
extraordinary  amount  of  work  and 
having  an  insight  into  many  of  the 
problems  that  the  USC  faced. 

Of  specific  programs,  Head  Happen- 
ings made  its  continuation  next  year 
questionable.  There  was  very  little 
expansion  in  the  volume  of  the  library 
in  the  education  office.  The  Learning 
Centre,  headed  by  Mary  Thompson, 
was  run  again  as  an  experiment  into 
alternate  methods  of  education. 
Charlie  Brown,  headed  by  Henry 
Boschman,  offered  in  the  first  part  of 
the  year  courses  in  typing,  photogra- 
phy, Zen  Buddhism,  etc.  The  second 
half  of  the  year,  emphasis  was  placed 
on  expanding  Charlie  Brown  into  the 
community.  WAF  was  a  new  program 
started  this  year,  presenting  profes- 
sors at  Western  speaking  on  current 
news. 

The  Vice  President  of  Education  also 
acted  as  liaison  between  USC  and 
the  students  who  are  involved  in 
Senate  and  its  committees.  The 
course  evaiution  was  one  of  the 
major  aspects  of  the  education  port- 
folio. This  year  in  addition  to  a  basic 
questionnaire  applicable  to  everyone, 
a  specialized  questionnaire  for  each 
department  was  introduced.  The 
possibility  of  a  combined  USC  and 
Senate  course  evaluation  arose  this 
year  and  discussions  ensued  among 
Senate  and  USC  members.   The 
meetings  broke  down  this  year  and 
as  a  result  two  evaluations  were 
being  done.

use  is  one  of  the  members  of  the 
recently  (June  9/72)  established 
Ontario  Students  Federation  (OFS). 
At  its  foundation,  OFS  was  saddled 
with  the  pressing  issue  of  a  tuition 
fees  hike  and  raise  in  loan  ceiling. 
Throughout  that  summer,  the  OFS 
delegates  worked  to  coordinate  a 
provincial  referendum  in  October 
which  ultimately  climaxed  in  the 
declaration  of  a  fees  strike  for  2nd 
term  tuition  fees.   Like  other  member 
institutions,  USC  contributes  25<;  per 
student  to  OFS  which  underwrites  the 
cost  of  a  full-time  coordinator  in 
Toronto.   The  full-time  coordinator  is 
keeping  the  member  institutions 
aware  of  current  events  in  Queens 
Park,  OCUFA,  student  aid  commit- 
tees, etc.  and  he  is  also  performing  a 
valuable  service  in  terms  of  research, 
eg.  the  hiring  of  foreign  professors, 
student  course  evaluations,  etc. 

The  Volunteer  Service  Bureau  is  the 
community  aspect  of  the  External 
Portfolio.  This  year  approximately 
400  students  participated  through  the 
V.S.B.  in  community  work:  Tutoring 
Service  for  Elementary  School  Chil- 
dren (Pam  Underhill)  100,  Children's 
Psychiatric  Research  Institute  and 
London  Psychiatric  Hospital  (Marg. 
Richardson)  95,  Retarded  Children's 
Winter  Fun  Programme  (Pat  Town- 
send)  15,  Crippled  Children's  Centre 
Swim  Programme  (Martin  Gillen)  12, 
Big  Brother,  Big  Sister/UWO,  and 
Legion  Memorial  Boys'  Club  (Jim 
Glendinning)  174,  Oneida  Indian  Re- 
serve (Pam  Underhill)  9,  Rainbow 
Nursery  for  Retarded  Children,  West- 
ern Ontario  Therapeutic  Community, 
Boy  Scouts/Girl  Guides,  and  Day 
Care  Centres  (Judy  Brown)  13.

Dave  Sprague  took  the  position  in 
July,  1972,  after  the  former  Vice 
President  Murray  Kierans  had  re- 
signed,  Sprague's  basic  problem  was 
the  maintaining  a  breakeven  position 
in  the  USC  finances.  While  expendi- 
tures and  required  services  continu- 
ously grew  in  the  past  years,  there 
has  been  no  big  increase  in  revenue. 

Sprague's  belief  was  that  the  basic 
philosophy  of  the  Council  Is  to  get  as 
many  students  involved  as  possible  in 
their  environment,  and  he  made  an 
attempt  to  use  the  USC  for  these 
purposes. 

The  publication  of  the  Occidentalia 
which  had  lost  $7,000.00  per  year  for 
the  past  few  years,  was  contracted  to 
Cololux  Studios.  The  Handbook/ 
Directory  integrated  a  'Where,  What 
and  How'  section,  including  Legal  Aid 
Handbook  and  Maps  of  the  City  plus 
an  advertising  section  and  a  directory 
section.  Folio  was  discontinued,  since 
it  had  cost  about  $3,000.00  per  year 
for  the  past  few  years.   Instead,  some 
money  was  given  to  'Rinlrah'.   Radio 
Western  applied  for  an  FM  licence.   A 
new  stereo  studio  has  been  ordered. 
The  Gazette  started  publishing  the 
paper  a  week  earlier  and  printed 
three  issues  during  registration  week. 
It  was  the  first  time  that  Gazette  had 
two  full-time  paid  editors.    In  the 
Accounting  Department,  increased 
efficiency  was  obtained  from  the  new 
$20,000.00  accounting  machine.

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Vice  President  Legal  and  Housing 


The  Vice  President  Legal  handles  a 
great  volume  of  legal  problems  in 
many  different  areas  of  the  law. 
While  individual  problems  are  being 
handled  by  the  Legal  Aid  office,  the 
Vice  President  Legal  is  responsible 
for  assisting  other  Vice  Presidents  in 
the  writing  of  various  legal  docu- 
ments, for  example,  employment  con- 
tracts. Special  research  projects 
arise,  for  example,  regarding  the 
legality  of  withholding  OSAP 
cheques,  lability,  employment  stand- 
ards, trusts,  and  so  on. 

The  Vice  President  Legal  worked  with 
Bob  Stikeman,  Steve  Fuerth  and  Ross 
McGregor  on  the  Rules  issue  at  vari- 
ous times  this  year.  Lawrence  feels 
that  they  lost,  as  the  University  now 
has  a  Review  Board  Social  which  ap- 
parently has  the  right  to  create  of- 
fenses, write  its  own  procedures,  try 
cases  and  pass  sentences. 

The  Student  Police  force  has  been 
responsible  for  its  own  recruitment, 
for  making  its  members  aware  of  the 
policies  which  they  enforce  and  the 
method  by  which  they  enforce  them, 
and  for  actively  seeking  out  oppor- 
tunities for  the  SPF  members  to  be 
employed.  The  Student  Police  also 
initiated  a  first  aid  course  and  main- 
tained an  active  liaison  with  those 
university  officials  with  whom  they 
were  brought  into  contact  by  their 
activities.

As  to  housing,  USC  owned  four 
houses  and  rented  a  fifth,  with  almost 
full  continued  occupancy.   USC  also 
created,  for  the  first  time  since  1968, 
co-operative  student  housing.  Al- 
though the  financing  of  the  housing  is 
on  a  relatively  short  payback  period 
(20  years  vs  50  for  the  university 
residences),  it  is  breaking  even  on  its 
operating  expenses.

To  put  an  end  to  that,  the  Students' 
Council  considered  splitting  the  Gazette 
up  into  two  separate  papers,  the  Tues- 
day and  the  Friday,  with  separate  staffs 
and  editors.   This  year  the  Gazette  had 
two  full-tinne  paid  editors. 

At  Christmas,  the  Gazette  moved  into 
Its  new  quarters  in  the  UCC.    In  con- 
trast to  its  old  cramped  space,  it  now 
has  large  well-lit  work  areas.   Only  the 
modern  new  stainless  steel  darkrooms 
did  not  become  operable  during  the 
year.   They  had  been  built  on  top  of  the 
air  conditioning  fan  whose  vibrations 
made  the  use  of  the  enlargers  impossi- 
ble.

The  buildings  which  were  erected  on 
the  present  campus  from  the  time  of  its 
founding  (University  College  and  the 
present  Physics  Building,  1924)  to  the 
late  sixties,  are  of  similar  design.   Built 
of  limestone  in  the  neo-gothic  style, 
they  are  well  spaced  amidst  large  areas 
of  parkland.  Their  style  and  placement 
create  a  feeling  of  tranquility,  conducive 
to  inquiry  and  reflection. 

When  plans  were  made  for  the  latest 
buildings,  the  Board  of  Governors  de- 
cided to  break  with  the  traditional  de- 
sign. It  chose  a  tight  complex  of  con- 
crete structures  in  contrast  to  the  exist- 
ing landscape.  The  new  design  has 
been  justified  on  account  of  its  reported 
lower  cost,  yet  this  is  questionable  if 
building  maintenance  costs  are  com- 
bined with  construction  costs;  in  fact, 
the  reverse  may  be  true. 

The  main  asset  of  the  new  buildings  is 
that  by  their  compact  design  of  space 
and  traffic  flow  they  speed  up  the  work. 
By  bringing  classrooms,  laboratories, 
seminar  rooms,  offices,  library  facilities, 
and  recreation  areas  into  close  proximi- 
ty with  each  other  and  connecting  them 
with  a  fast-moving  interior  street  sys- 
tem, a  boost  in  the  efficiency  of  the 
training  process  is  achieved.   In  per- 
spective, the  decision  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  that  disrupted  the  traditional 
relaxed,  aesthetically  pleasing  character 
of  the  campus  by  introducing  this  in- 
tense, monolithic  high-density  develop- 
ment, was  in  step  with  modern  life  in 
which,  increasingly  more,  time  is  be- 
coming the  primary  measure  of  things.

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University  Community  Centre 

The  University  Community  Centre 
(UCC)  was  opened  in  various  stages 
during  1972  and  1973.  The  building  has 
been  planned  to  serve  not  only  stu- 
dents, but  also  faculty  and  staff.  The 
idea  of  the  UCC  was  initiated  several 
years  ago  by  University  of  Western 
Ontario  students.  Students  share  ap- 
proximately one-half  of  the  construc- 
tion costs  by  a  $10.00  levy  to  student 
fees. 

The  upper  level  of  the  building  accom- 
modates the  offices  of  the  University 
Students'  Council  (right)  and  other 
organizations,  the  Gazette,  and  a 
licensed  dining  room.  The  lower  level 
contains  student  services  such  as 
Awards,  Educational  Counselling, 
Housing  and  Placement,  Health  Serv- 
ices, the  University  Chaplains,  the 
Deans  of  Men  and  Women,  the  Book- 
store, Barbershop,  General  Store,  the 
Artcraft  Studio  and  Games  Room  as 
illustrated  on  the  following  pages. 
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On  the  ground  level,  the  UCC  facilities 
include  a  swimming  pool  and  diving 
well,  a  large  gymnasium,  handball  and 
squash  courts,  and  the  Information 
Centre  and  Central  Box  office. 

One  of  its  main  accesses  is  the  tunnel 
passing  underneath  Oxford  Drive  which 
starts  near  Somerville  House  and  leads 
to  a  sunken  garden  in  front  of  the  lower 
level  entrance  of  the  UCC.   From  there, 
an  outdoor  stairway  leads  up  to  the 
ground  level  near  the  bicycle  stands 
between  the  UCC  and  Weldon  Library. 

In  the  spring,  a  landscaping  project 
was  started  around  the  three  new 
structures.  This  undertaking  evoked 
protest  by  numerous  students  who 
claimed  that  the  money  should  be  spent 
for  some  other  purposes  which  they 
considered  more  important.   By  sum- 
mer, sod  had  been  laid,  trees,  shrubs, 
and  flowers  had  been  planted,  and  a 
number  of  benches  built.
